Dear Harry: 

"The War Game" reminded me of an Idea I had been kicking around 
for some time which I feel is peculiarly suited to Rand. I 
believe that an international agreement on civilian education 
concerning the implications of nuclear war would be a very 
worthwhile project to pursue. It is a natural part of de- 
escalation. For example, suppose that the film "The War Game’ 
(probably with the snide irrelevant remarks removed), were 
part of a universal adult education package put together 
under the auspices of the UN. A film like this, plus other 
back-up material, could have a very sobering effect on public 
opinion the world over concerning the meaning of atomic war. 

It is likely that a single nation would not particularly wish 
to engage in this sort of program by itself. It would probably 
amount to a unilateral increase in the pacifism of its own 
population. Joint action, however, in this area seems to me 
to enlarge the feasible strategies for deescalation.
